Whan she heard this she sald: *“I will
not be dragged along in a triumph.” The
next day she was found degd on a golden
bed, clad In her royal robes, with two
women lying lifeless at her feet.

Therp is no certainty how she dled. Au-
gustus, by displaying at his triumph in
Rome a statue of Cleopatra with a serpent
on her arm, confirmed the report that she
had caused herself to be stung to death
by am asp. Augustus put to death her son,
Caesarion, who might have clalmed to be
the heir of Jullus Caesar.

Augustus became the first Roman Em-
peror a few years after this. He died In
14 A, D, when he was seventy-seven years
old, a great age for that time. The SBaviour
was born in his reign, Latin lterature
reached its highest development and thia
in many ways one of the greatest
epochs in the history of the world,

This ia the man whose face has now
revealed to us by a statue as he
looked after the period of his greatest
struggles and triumphs. Critlcs say that
the statue made with high artistie

skill. 1t tells the story of cares and anx-
letles, advancing age and bodily heavinesas
and infirmity. The fleeh on the face sags
down somewhat, which it does pot do in
the Vatican siatuae,
